place beneath the dome of the Pennsylvania 
Buildmg. From Market and Jackson streets, 
where thnecracked old emblem of indepeudence 
was placed on its decorated truck, until it was 
rolled into place the people who gathered on 
the streeta,in rain and sunshine, hailed the 
presence of the herald of revolutionary days 
with applause. 
Long waits at street corners did not dampen 


their ardor, and when, as the procession es- 


corting it passed the Lexington Hotel, where 


those lining the roadway on either side put up 
umbrellas and in hoarse but no less fervent 
tones cheered their greeting. It was not an 
uproarious welcome, indeed some of those 
Philadelphians who have escorted their old 
treasure across the country several times be- 
fore thought it cold, but on every hand were 
evidences that the people felt the significance 
of the emblem, and its passing was to re- 
sentatives of all nations a sign of their Res- 
dom, of their birthright. 

Early in the day the Liberty Bell was taken 
from its car, transported to a truck waiting at 
Jackson and Market streets, and there pre-

Before 2 o’clock all was in readiness for the

‘Soon after that hour the detachment of 
the Chicago Hussars, the guard of hond r. ar- 
rived and the bell was moved out of Market 
strevt into Jackson with the horsemen about 
it and waited for the orderto move. First to 
arrive was the committee of thirteen mem- 
bers of the Sous of Pennsylvania who were to 
do escort duty and the c * drove up to 
the reur to await the others. crowd grew 
in dimensions until the police lines were prac- 
tically broken through in the endeavor of the 
people to see the bell. 

Good naturedly all waited for the start. A

But it was not all of the parade that left

The Most Important Incident in the Kais- 
er’s Trip Shows It Is Unchanged. 
(BPROTAL CABLE 
PARIS, April 29.—[Copyright, 1898, by James 
Gordon Beunett. I As I have had reason to 
state, the trip of the Emperor William to 
Rome will cause a change in the political con- 


dition of Europe. The Kaiser. returns from

The most important incident of his, journey 
was, perhaps, the toast of the Grand Duke 
Viadimir after the speech of the Emperor, 
spoken in German. At the official ban- 
quet the Grand Duke Vladimir, who 
was seated beside Mu:e.

of the French Ambassador, said in a loud tone: 


I drink to the prosperity ani glory of your 
beautiful country.” All those at the table 
heard the sentence, which produced a great 
effect. The sentence was spoken by com- 
mand of the Czar in order to prove, in a man- 
ner differing from a diplomatic note, that 
nothing had been changed as to the 
understanding between France and Rus- 
ssia. I have been able to leara 
from a. source absolutely certain 
that the subjects of the interviews before the 
Emperor ana the Pope were cenfined to gen- 
eralitiés on the part of both, each desiring to 
avoid agything that might oblige them to 
speak of the burning topics. The Emperor 
was charming, es he knows how to be when 
he wishes. He told the Pope that he was 
filled with respect for him and was always 
ready to follow his cr-unsela. 

The Pope called him at first “sire,” but at 
the end said ** my son,” although it is not his 
custom to so address Protestants. He said:

No Fear of Labor Disturbances. 

In no country of Europe is there much fear 
of the advent of May 1. Perhaps in some 
towns composed largely of working people 
there may be some cessation of work, but 
with the exception of Italy and the south of 
Spoin there will be no serious trouble.

| PIONEER SETTLER OF CHICAGO, 


Franklin F. Pope, Who Helped to Survey 
the City’s Site, Dies in Baltimore, 
Barrimors, Md., April 29.—{Special.]— 


Franklin Folger Pope, one of the oldest mer- 


chants of Baltimore, died yesterday at his 
home, near this city, aged 85 years. Id 1832 
he went West and joined the corps of eng- 
neers sent to survey the site for the City of 
Chicago. He remained there and occupied 
one of the first houses built. In 1840 he re- 
turned to Baltimore and started in the grain 
and commission business. Mr. Pope was one 
of the founders of the Corn and Flour 
Excnange. He left two sons, William 
R. Pope of New York and Benjamin F. Pope. 
Tn an interview a few weeks before his death 
Mr. Pope said he intended to visit Chi 
during the Fair. He said that it was in 
fall of 1832 that they made the final payment 
of $27,000 to the Pottawatomie Indians for 
the land and started to lay out Chicago.

The Earl and Countess of Aberdeen, ac- 
com panied by Archibald John Majoribanks, 
the Countess’ brother, arrived yesterday, and

The party came on the Lake Shore yester- 
day afternoon, and were taken from the depot 
to the Fair grounds. A visit to the Irish 
Village was the most prominent part of this 
trip, ‘after which a glance at the Woman’s 
Building was taken. The Earl of Aberdeen 
is the Rt.-Hon. John Campbell Hamilton Gor- 
don. He is the seventh Earl of the House of 
Aberdeen and was born in 1847, being a grand- 
bon of the Bail of the same name who was 
Prime Minister in 1854. He wis educated in 
the Universities of Oxford and St. Andrew’s, 
and graduated with the degree of M. A. in 
171. He became Earl on Jan. 27, 1870. He 
entered the House of Lords as a Conservatrve, 
but in 1876 he disagreed with some of the 
principal measures of his party, and in 1878, 
when the Earls of Derby and Carnarvon re- 
signed the ir offices, Lord Aberdeen heartily 
supported these statesmen. In 1886 he was 
appointed Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland by 
Gladstone and given the mission of carrying 
out the home rule policy of the government. 
He becunie universally popular in Ireland and 
with his wife has taken an active interest in 
making the Irish village at the Fair a success. 
The Earl is a benevolent man. He gave 
. £1,000 to Gen. Booth, of the Salvation Army, 
as a contribution towards adleviatmg the con- 
dition of London's poor.

The great shipbuilders of the worid 
have vied with ‘each other in showing the 
miniature products of their triumph. At one 


point in the building there arises before the 


visitor’s eye the half section of a great trans- 
Atlantic liner. Interiorly it will 2e an exact 
counterpart in arrangement, fitting, and fur- 
nishing of one of the new international 
passenger boats now being constructed. 
There 1s a vast collection of sail and row 
boats, yachts and launches of such graceful 
lines and elegant finish that the sightseer will 
linger over them many an hour. One of the 
striking objects in this building is a huge 
steam hammer, the largest piece of machinery 
of the kind in the world, that looms up almost 
to the roof in the southern central court. 
cent improvements in armor plate aud naval 
ordnance are fully shown and will bear care- 
ful scientitic study. ! 
‘ Kngines and Cars, 
But the most interestiag department in this 
building is the wonderful collection of rail- 
road equipments and appliances. The inven- 
tion and development of the locomotive and 
the railway system, as here illustrated, is the 
wonder of the nineteeniu century. It is less 
than seventy years ago that the first railroad 
ran its crude passenger train, and now the 
civilizer oceupies ten acres of space, with an 


. exhibit pertaining to construction, equipment, 


operation, management, development 
that surprises ali mankind. In this show can 
be seen sixty-four modern locomotives of all 
types and sizes, from the 100-ton decapod en- 
gine to che five ton logging machme for use in 
the forests gf Michigan. The exhibits -of 
modern engines are distributed as follows: To 
the Baldwin works, fifteen, showing their ma- 
chinery in operation by compre air; to the 
Brooks works, nine; Cook works. two; Bualti- 
more and Ohio railroad company, three; 
Canadian Pacific, one, with a complete vesti- 
bule train of inahogany ears attached; Lou- 
don and Northwestern railway of England, 
an engin» and two cvaches; the Lima Lo- 
comotive works, one Shay engine; New 
York Central ra two engines 
and two complete trains of ag- 
ner vestibuled cars, one a counterpart of 
the Empire State Express’ and the other 
of the Chicago Limited. The Old Colony 
railroad of New England shows the first en- 
gine and coach that ran over its tracks be- 
tween Boston and Providence, standing along- 
side of une of ite latest build of engines and 
coathes. A. K. Porter & Co. have five en- 
gmes. The Pullman works show a complete 
‘train of coaches to be designated as the Pull- 
man Limited.” The Putsburg Locomotive 
works bas five engines; Richmond works, one 
engine; Rhode Island works, three; Rogers 
werks, three; Schenectady works, four; and 
the Westwood & Winhey works of London, 
one. France shows four engines and cars; 
Germany two engines, two passenger coaches, 
and several freight cars, one of which is 
equipped as an ambulance car of the Red 
Cross Society. A model of the station at 
Frankfort is also shown in the German sec- 
tion. Besides these individual collections 
there is gn addition twelve magnificently 
equipped coaches, thirty-five freight cars, em- 
bracing every variety, and appliances of all 
descriptions known to railroading from the 
earliest to the latest day. 

The Pennsylvania company shows a model 
station in every respect a reproduction of one of 
its perfectly appuinted depots, contain- 
ing a large iumber of photographs, paintings, 
and biack and white pictures of scenes along 
the line of the road; also a magnificent coach 
and three freight cars of its own build, as well 
as the famous John Bull” engine and two of 
the first style passenger cars used on the 
Camden and Amboy railroad. 
The Chicas St. Paul and Minneapolis 
shows one of the finest engines that can be 
built at its great shops.

The local market showed moderate 
strength. Interest is confined almost entirely 
to the street railway and elevated stocks, and 
some advances were recorded. The New 


1 York bank statement showed heavy loss in Ue- 


posits and considerable decrease in specie and 
surplus reserve. Sterling rates were un- 
changed. New York exchange sold at 75 
cents premium.—The leading markets for 
farm produce were narrow and rather dull, 
tending to weakness, with hog product mate- 
rially lower, owing partly to increased offer- 
ings of live hogs and less favorable cables. 
Wheat was depressed through rather heavy af- 
ferings and gencral weakness in other mar- 
kets. As compared with the latest prices of 
the preceding day July wheat closed % cent 
lower, corn 3g cent lower, oats cent lower, 
cash rye M cent lower, barley steady, flax- 
seed firin, September pork 321¢ cents lower, 
lard 5cents lower, and ribs 7½ cents. lower.

The position of the Commissioners is in ac- 
They have no power 
to originate rules or regulations. They can 
only pass on those submitted to them by the 
directors and approve or disapprove them or 
make such modifications as they see fit. They 
are not called on to speak first, though it 
would no doubt be a relief to the directors if 
they knew just exactly how the Commission 


ers stood on the question. 


The initiative must be taken by the 1 
and it is not impossible that they will act 
within a few days. It is to be hoped 
that they will be able to make up 
their minds that they can, without vio- 


lating any principie of law or equity, open 


the Expvsition Sundays in a quiet, restful ' 
manner, as the parks have been pen to the 
public ever since they were established. . 

Such action would meet with the hearty ap- 
proval of almost every Chicagoan and nearly 
every Illinoisan and of more than 999 per 
cent of those who will attend the Fair, whether 
they live in the United States or come from 
Europe. The local feeling for Sunday open- 
ing is growing stronger daily, as people ap- 
preciate more and more fully the magnitude 
of the Fair and the length of time necessary 
to examine it satisfactorily and see that if the 
working people are deprived of the oppor- 
tutiity of using Sundays it will be impossible 
for them to secure holidays enough or sacri- 
fice a sufficient number of working days to 
see all the things which they will want to see. 
The educational value of the Fair will 
be lessened greatly for those who would 
benefit the most by it, if the gates are closed 
It is true that some cranky indi- 
viduals who think it is their duty to regulate 
the affairs of their neighbors because they be- 
lieve themselves more righteous than the ma- 
jority are insisting that, although Congress 
has been false to its pledges, the directors 
shall stick to a bargain which has been 
broken. It is unnecessary to pay any atten- 
tion to them. They represent but an atom of 
the community. 

If it is to be determined that the Fair shall 
be opened Sundays then the sooner that con- 
clusion is reached the better. There is no 
likelihood that there will be a great rush of 
outside visitors before June. The Sundays 
between then and now could be utilized by 
the residents of Chicago, who would be ‘able 
todo a good part ot their sight-seeing before 


the people began thronging in from all parts 


of the country, crowding the buildings and fill. 
ing up the railroad and cable cars. 


MOUNTAINS OUT OF M0LERHIII 
The National Commission is deeply offended 
because Mr. Paderewski, a pianist, is to play 
upon a certain piano which he prefers and to

‘have nut observed, however, that the National | 
Commissioners have objected to any of the

tools not made by exhbiters, that 
they have reflected they may be using ma- 
terial in their decorations obtained from 
non-exhibiters. It does not seem to have oc 
cured to them-that chey are meddling with a 
matter which belongs to the directors to reg- 
ulate. The National Commissioners are very 
able men doubtless, but they know no more 
about music and artists thap they know about 
Sanscrit. Perhaps if they had known more 
they would have found that Mr. Paderewski is 
not a paid agent, that Mr. Thomas is nota 
paid agent, that Mr. Paderewski has not been 
invited to play by Mr. Thomas or by any one 
else, but that he offered to play 
gratuitously and that he proposed. to 
play a certain instrument because 
he prefers it and has become used to it. If 


they had known more about musical matters 


they would have found that this whole busi- 
ness is not a fight: between the Director-Gen- 
eral and Mr. Thomas, between small manu- 
facturers and big manufacturers, or between 
the directors and the Nationa! Commission, 
but between two rival piano houses, and that 
it is the same contest which was waged in 
Paris, Vienna, and Philadelphia. So far as 
the public is concerned it would not care if all 
the pianos in the Fair or to be exhibited there 
were chucked into Lake Michigan. The com- 
mission is makmg a mountain out of a mole- 
hill.

The Governor’s order to the Chief Grain 
Inspector may have been good politics, but 
was it civil service reform? If the men who 
are to be dismissed because Carmody and 
Conway took a vacation were appointed sim- 


ply because they were the friends of those 


statesmen, then the grain inspection office is 
merely a political machine. If the men are 
competent it would be shamefulto dismiss 
them because they are on friendly terms with 
Carmody and Conway. 

Mayor Harrison kas also taken a hand in 
whipping tha debertbrs into ling When Car- 
mody called on him Friday to get a place for 
his brother, the Mayor, who had received a 
telegram from the indignant Democrats at 
Springfield, told him plainly “your brother 
will not be inted till the apportionment 
bill is by the help of your vote.” Is 
this civil service reform or is it holding out 
inducements to a metnber to vote in a certain 
way? If the Carmody who is out of a job is 
a good man the Mayor who says he intends to 
appoint only competent people should. give 
him his place no matter whethef his brother 
is in the Legislature or in his grave. If not a 
fit man he should. not be appointed even if 
his brother does vote for an apportionment 
bill. 

Doubtless these two eloping members should 
have been at Springfield. That is their place 
while the Legislature’ is in session, But if 
they run away the proper body to discipline 
them is the House, Or their constituents, if 
thev see fit. may meet and pass resolutions 
condemning them. But what have the Gov- 

oernor and the Mayor to do with it? Why do 
they tt to extra-judicial methods of pun- 
ishing these men, who are not under their 


jurisdiction? They have not sought to scourge 


them for past absences. They would not say 
a word now if the bill whose passage their ab- 
sence delayed were one for the benefit of 
every · man, woman, and child in Illinois. But 
as their departure delayed the passage of a 
gerrymander by which both the Governor and 
the Mayor hope to profit, they crack the 
whip, they make up their blacklists, and pro- 
ceed to outrage every principle of civil service 
reform in order to make Carmody and Con- 
way toe the mark. The Democratic West 
Side Park Commissioners, acting under the 
Governor’s orders, will algo do what they can 
to punish the offenders by refusing Carmody’s 
brother-in-law a job. Every good Demo- 
corat, from Vice-President Stevenson down,

INFANT SALVATION AND INFANTICIDE, 


Many arguments have been made against j 
the modification of some of those declarations 


of the Presbyterian confession of faith which 
sound harshly to modern ears, but the most 
amazing of them al; .+ that advanced. at the 
meeting of the Philadelphia Presbytery Mon- 
day by one of, the well-known preachers of 
that city. Hé wanted the present statement 
of the creed regarding the fate of those who 
die i in infancy to stand, asserting that the pro- 
posed. modification would be a cause of in- 
fanticide. Ihe creed reads now: 

Elect infants dying. in infancy are regenerated 


and saved by Christ through the Spirit, who 
cometh when, and where, and how he pleaseth.

A COMPLICATED SITUATION. 

The conferences between the Mayor and 
representatives of the Fort Wayne road re- 
garding Stewart avenue show that the road is 
willing to make a new street in place of the 
one it is allowed to occupy entirely, and also 
to build at once several viaducts over its own 
tracks and pay land damages, Such viaducts 
would be valueless unless extended over the 
Western Indiana tracks, which are next those 
of the Fort Wayne, and an effort will be made 
to induce that road to agree to pay its share 
of the expense, 

If it consents the Council will be asked to 
agree to this arrangement. A serious ques- 
tion will then confront that body. Half a 
mile east of the Fort Wayne and Wostern In- 
diana tracks are those of the Lake Shore and 
Rock island occupying Clark street. If via- 
ducts are built across the former they will 
soon have to be built across the latter, other- 
wise it will be impossible to pass with 
safety from Lake to Hytle Park. But 
if viaducts are built across both 
sets of tracks their extremities will just about 
touch, and’the strip of land between Clark 


and Stewart avenue and Twenty-second and 


Sixty-third streets, half a mile wide and five 


miles long, Will be out bp into a series of. 


pockets, | 

This strip is well inhabited now, mostly by 
poor people who own their homes, and -they 
are alarmed at the possibility of their being 
left down in a hole. They will demand that 
the tracks be elevated so that they can use all 
the east and west streets, and not merely 
those spanned by viaducts, and so that the 
value of their property may not be lessened. 
While it is stated that if an agreement is 


made with the Fort Wayne it will be stipu- | 


lated that the city does not, by allowing via- 
ducts to be erected, waive its right to 
insist on track elevation, they fear that via- 
ducts once up never will be removed even 
though called temporary ones. 

So it will be seen that the question of mak- 
ing an arrangement with the Fort Wayne is 
not as simple as it sees at te first glance. 
‘The truth is that the people, especially out- 
side of the territory in which there are no 
viaducts now, have taken it for granted that 
the action of the Council in declaring for 
track elevation was final, and they are in- 
clined to insist that that ordinance shail be 
lived up to. 


MORE ROOM FOR AMERICAN PUPILS. — 

According to Supt. Lane the action of the 
Board of Education in dispensing with Ger- 
man in the primary grades will resultin a 
“saving of $84,500. It will also result in mak- 
ing the German recitahon rooms in the pri- 
mary schools available for English class- 
rooms. 
woll known that class-room for primary chil- 


dren is much needed in nearly all the popu- 


lous districts. It is an outrage that they 
should be haddled into badly ventilated rooms 
‘in rented buildings while tne farce of at- 
tempting to teach a foreign language to 
American children of 9 and 10 years of age 
is going on in well-appointed, well-furnishea, 


well-ventilated rooms in the public school 


buildings provided at the public expense. 
Of the 150 German teachers whose services. 
will be dispensed with temporarily owing to 


the dropping of the German from the pri- 


mary grades thirty will be provided with 
places as class teachers, They can teach the 
English as well as the German branches, 


They should be assigned to work in the gram- 


mar grades where German is taught. They 
ean do the whole work of the class-room, and 
the order and discipline need not be disturbed 
by the introduction of the special or fad 
teacher. Some of the 120 other German 
teachers can prepare themselves to teach the 
English branches and be assigned as the thirty 
teachers now holding English certificates will 
be. Thus a new and important reform will be 
begun. In time as vacancies in the ranks 
of the German teachers in the grammar 
achools arise, places can be found for every 
one of the 150 left. There will be no great 
hardships to individuals therefore. 

As Mr. Lanesays, the $84,500 saved through 
the action of the board “will be available for 
the employment uf teachers of English,” and 
the money will be especially useful at this 
time when there is a demand for more teach- 
ers* with little available funds to employ 
them. The reform accomplished is timely. 
To go back to the old plan would be a crime 
against the unschooled children of Chicago. It 
is gratifying to note in this connection that 
some of those members who voted with Mr. 
Halle and Mr. Boidenweck do not prop ise to 
follow the instructions of the Committee of 
Three in trying to restore German in the 
primary grades. Nor has Mayor Harrison 
any sympathy with such a reactionary and 
reprehensible policy.

expenditure. Such things are too often but a 
bitter caricature. They do not imcrease by 
one iota the respect any one whose good opin- 


ion is worth having may entertain for the de- 


parted one. On the contrary, they invite 
invidious remark and gossip at the funer- 
al which is the reverse of complimentary to 
the person whose remains are being carried bes 
the grave.

UNEQUAL OAPAOITY OF 
DIFFERENT 


It Is on Local Condl- 
tions— Plans for the World's Fair Con- 
gress of Building Societies—A Thriving 
Organization in the Indiana Gus Region 
—~Satistactory Reports by the More Im- 
portant Local Associations—Recei pts in 
Most Cases Are Large. | 

A comparison has been made of statements 
issued by twenty-six associations for the first 
quarter of 1893, which shows a fange in the es- 

timated term of maturity of stock of from 90 

to 120 months. The monthly dues in the asso- 

ciations compared are 50 cents a share. In this 
respect the associations are on an equal foot- 
ing. There are conditions, however, peculiar 
to the business of the inditidual associations 
which would.explain in a satisfactory manner 

a large proportion of this variation. It is 

said that the estimates of maturity, for such 


they are, made on three-year-old stock, in five | 


cases promue maturity before 100 months. 
With the present attitude of money lenders 
toward building loans, the associations panes 
ing to mature stock in seven and one-ha 
has a rather serious contract on its inde: 
It will have to sacrifice security to high iuter- 
est rates, On the other hand, the few socie- 
‘ties out of the twenty-six which do not prom- 
ise to pay out stock until the expiration of 
ten years have no doubt met with special 
losses which have handicapped them seriously 
or have had idle money. There is a range 
. from 100 to 109 months which possibly can be 
explained on local causes, 
demand for money in some quarters 

may be sharp and high premiums paid cheer- 
fully on good security, while in other locali- 
ties there is difficulty in keeping money em- 
ployed. The policy assumed by the directors 
has much to do with the term of maturity. 
As a general rule, ‘however; the association 
that loses slightly in interest makes up in se- 
curity. In any case the investor makes 
a good interest whether his stock 
matures in 100 months or 110 months, and in 
all cases the borrower is paying all that he 
should pay. The general tendency among 
the most conservative building and loan men 
to get building society loans down practically 
toa basis of straight loans is in the right di- 
rection.

Rein and storms seem to have had no ter- 
rorsfor the men engaged in preparing the dis- 
‘playin the Electricity Buildmg, and durmg 

the trying days of the last fortnight Chief 

John P. Barrett, Dr. Hornsby, his assistant, 
and their corps of men have pursued their ac. 
tive labor with composure, Itis a tact that 

in the history of the developments of the force 

in nature of which science knows so little and 
has yet controlied and utilized so thoroughly, 
dampness has contributed greatly to acquir- 
ing knowledge of its manifestations. Observ- 
ing people who lived six hundred years before 
the Christian era knew of the existence of 
electricity but they did not know what it was. 

Beyond the certainty that it is caused by molec- 
ular disturbances in nature nobody. knows 
any more about its nature now, although liv- 

ing in the employment of a thousand marvel- 
ous and useful phases of its power. Prenty- 
five hundred years ago when the citizens of 

the civilization that centered about the Med- 
iterranean and ruled the world ventured out 
barefooted—as many people did in those days 
they were frequently shocked by a plant 


known as a torpedo when came in con- 
tact with it. When the Dee fin was damp 
the shock was more noticeable. Experiment- 
ing in a crude way in friction scientists found 
that the same sensation could be produced by 
rubbing amber and similar materials together. 
And so from the Greek word for amber they 
called the force electricity. Every school boy 
knows the experiment on the frog, an am- 
phibious animal, that was regarded as one of 
the greatest developments in electrical re- 
search in its day. Benjamin Franklin con- 
ducted his greatest experiment in a: rain 
storm. He gave out proof of the fact that 
electricity existed mm a state of diffusion in 
the atmosphere and that it was capable of 
collection. So water has, after all, no great 
terrors for the men who are in charge of the 
great exhibit that is to show the progress of 
the science of handling Nature’s great mys- 
terious force. Besides the Electrical Building 
has nobly resisted Nature's tears and blows 
equally well. 

At the last international show heid in Amer- 


ica, the Philadelphia Centennial, the electrical 


display was of little importance. Thirteen 


years later, at the Paris Exhibition, elec- 
| tricity was king. The display of elec- 


trical apparatus was, in a general 
way, the most interesting feature of the great 
show. In ali the researches of scientists, 
from the days of the Greeks who jumped 
away from and wonderered at the attacks of 
the torpedo plant, of Dr. Gilbert m the six- 
teenth century, of Volta, Faraday, Pixii, and 
even Franklin, not so much progress was 
made as a year or even a month has brought 


forth since Morse chained the lightning and 


brought all mankind into close communica- 


tion.

Of all mad, weird things, Mrs. Clifford’s 
now novel, “A Wild Proxy,” is the maddest 
and weirdest. Nut impossible are the inci- 
dents, but uncommon to the verge of improb- 
ability. Who would have thonght this book 
could have come from the same pen which 

roduced “ Aunt Anne“? The Wild Proxy” 
one of those irresponsible dare-devils who 
allow themselves the m st extravagant license 
of eccentricity in speech, action, and ‘eclectic 


} love-making, all the time uttering epigrams 


on lite,“ and becoming pathetic and soul- 
ful the moment they are trapped. Mrs. Clif- 
ford uses the now rather blunted weapon 
of making honest’ men stupid ‘and unspon- 
taneous to the é¢xaltation of the bad ones.

The next largest building in the world to 
this is the Crystal Palace of London, in which 
was housed the entire World's Fair of 1851. 

It is 
therefore 164 feet longer and 307 feet narrower 
than the Manufactures Building. It covers 
an area of 832,950 square feet, while the Man- 
ufactures Building covers an area of 1,277,059 
uare feet, over once and a half as great. 
Crystal Palace cost $965,000, and its arch-

ts leading feature is an immense arch, 50 
feet wide and 100 feet high, in the center of 
its west front. The rest of the space is di- 
vided into smaller arches, supported by female 
figures.

the most impressive in the entire building. 

Next south of the French pavilion is that of

Those Whe Organized the Exhibition. 
There will $¢ a natural curiosity to know 
something of the men who, as chiefs of the 
Departments of Manufactures and Liberal 
Arts respectively, have organized the immense 
exhibition now housed in the Manufactures 
Building. The Chief of the Manufactures 
rtment is Jaines Allison, who was born 
in kford, Pa., in 1843, of Scotch parent- 
age. His boyhood was spent on a farm in In- 
diana and his early manhood in the army, in 
the Sixty-seventh Indiana Infantry. After 
the war he returned to Cincinnati and em- 
barked in the plum bing and sanitary engineer 
business, in which for fifteen years he has 
been regarded as à high authority. ‘His fit-
